Court-Overrules Objection That 
Wife-Slayer Intends to 
Plead Insanity. 


DEFENDANT OPENS. ATTACK 


He...Upholds Bootleggers as 
Prospective Woman Juror 
Tells.of Her Prejudice.

CINCINNATI, Ohio; Nov. 15.— 
George Remus at his trial‘ today for 
murdering his, wife, won the right, 
sane or insane, to interrogate pros- 
pective jurors himself. Adjourn- 
ment of the second day of the trial 
of. the former ‘“‘bootlegger king’’ 
found eleyen jurors seated tentative- 
ly in the box. The questioning of a 
twelfth, a woman, had been almost 
completed and she probably will be 
seated tomorrow morning. 

There are now’ three women and 

eight men among the tentative 
jurors. Under the Ohio law the jury 
will consist of thirteen members: 
The thirteenth sits with the rest of 
the jury. and hears all the evidence, 
but he does not take part in the 
deliberations unless one of the other 
should become ill or for some other 
cause be unable to serve throughout 
the trial. 

Six jurors were chosen today from 
the twenty-four: talesmen questioned, 
and as’ the:court adjourned, Judge 
Chester.R. Shook”ordered that a sec- 
ond venire of fifty be drawn from 
the ‘jury wheel ‘and ordered to ap- 


pear at 10 o’clock. tomorrow morn- 
ing. 


Remus Assails Prosecution.

ALBANY, Nov. 15.—Governor Smith 
indicated ‘today in his ‘talk « with 
néwspaper men that the first consti- 
tutional executive: budget may reach 
a new high figure for annual’ appro- 
priation requests. ‘The new budget, 
it is expected, will call for from $235,- 
000,000. to. :$240,000,000.. The 1927. fis- 
cal year budget was* approximately 
$215,000,000.

making the new tax necessary. Word 
to that effect came from Albany yes- 
terday, coupled with: a report that 
the Republicans were preparing to 
fight a gasoline tax.

PARIS, Nov. 15.—After three, ‘days 
of conference, representatives. of ‘the 
sugar ‘exporting countries of »Cuba, 
Germany, Czechoslovakia atid ‘Po- 
land have agreed upoh a for 
the restriction of output. e -con- 
ference was called upon the initiative 
of ‘the Cuban Government in ‘con- 
formity. with resolutions of the recent 
Geneva: conference concerning -the 
re-establishment of the balance 
between ,world production and con- 
sumption destroyed by the war,

‘A report from Hollywood that the 
leading motion-picture producers 
plan to tighten their organization for 
the purpose of reducing salaries and 
other expenses was denied yesterday 
by J. Robert Rubin; Vice.

In the offices of other producing 
companies it was likewise said that 
nothing was known of a new plan for 
‘salary reductions. It was explained 
that any plan concerned with ge 
production might originate in the 
California studios, where producing 
officials have their headquarters, but 
nothing drastic or definite could be 
done without the concurrence of the 
executives in New York. Thus, it 
was admitted that the reported plan 
might be a subject of discussion in 
Hollywood, but it was denied that it 
had reached the stage of adoption by 
any of the companies concerned. 

If the producers are contemplating 
“any move which has for its aim the 
elimination of competition and the 
restriction of opportunity for actors 
and directors to sell their ~ervices to 
the highest bidder’’ it will be consid- 
ered a combination in restraint of 
trade by the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion, according to Frank Gillmore, 
Executive Secretary of the associa- 
tion. Mr. -Gillmore said that such a 
move by the producers would imme- 
diately “‘be brought to the attention 
of the proper authorities.”’ 

‘The Actors’ Equity Association is

FAVORS LOWER. FREIGHTS 


Stands by His Recommendation to 
Congress for Revision of 
Rate Structure, 


Special to T'he New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge is opposed to revision 
of the tariff as a reputed aid to the 
farmers, beliéving that such a course 
would eliminate the farmers’ home 
markets and that the sane policy to 


apply to the agricultural situation is’ 


for the Government to aid in the 
stabilization of prices and in exten- 
sion of cooperative marketing. 

The Administration’s attitude was 
defined today as the result of the 
recommendations of the national in- 
dustrial conference of which Former 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
Charles Nagel was Chairman. This 


conference suggested that the tariff 
be lowered and railroad rates re- 
duced in an effort to effect a solu- 
tion for cultural d on. } 

President Coolidge holds that pres- 
ent prosperity, to a t extent, is 
due the tariff, that any reduction 
would lead: to. industrial depression 
and that lack of prosperity among 
the factory workers would lessen the 
farmers’ markets. About 538 per cent. 
of American farm production is con- 
sumed at home. 

The President has recommended 
stabilization of markets in the United 
States through a corporation and de- 
velopment of the cooperative market- 
ing system, and he is prepared to 
support that policy if the next ses- 
sion of Congress enacts bills to ex- 
tend the credit system and market- 
ing program. His farm program re- 
mains unchanged. 

As for the suggestion that railroad 
rates be changed to benefit the farm- 
er, the President has already moved 
in a direction that might lead to such 
results. He recommended to Con- 
gore that the Interstate Commerce 

ommission be authorized to make a 
survey of the rate structure. Such a 
survey is in progress. 

The plan is_to remodel the rate 
structure so that under a new sys- 
tem some commodities, such as farm 
products, may be carried at a lower 
freight rate, and the rate on other 
commodities be increased without in- 
justice to other products and con- 
sumeérs. 

While the President has not thor- 
oughly studied the Nagel report, he 
came out firmly today against its

Ways and Means Committee, fram- 


ing the tax reduction bill ‘of 1928, 
today refused to accept a new plan 
for calculating the tax on undis- 
tributed earnings of corporations 
and adhered, for the present at least, 
to.the existing scheme. 
‘The Advisory Committee of the 
Joint Congressional Committee on 
Internal Revenue Taxation had urged 
a. ratio. between taxes. on distributed 
and undistributed earnings. It held 
that the ‘present plan of taxing cor- 
porations failing to distribute earn- 
ings, a 50 per cent. penalty, was in- 
adequate and unworkable, but the 
proposed substitute was rejected. 
The rejected substitute read: : 
‘‘Allow the corporation a deduction 
in computing net income equal to, 
say, 20 per cent. of the excess divi- 
dends paid over dividends received, 
the deduction in no case to be’ more 
than, say, 25 per cent. of the corpo- 
ration’s taxable net incorne before 
such deductions. In the computation 


no account should be taken of stock 
dividends.” 


As to Consolidated Returns. 


The Ways and Means Committee 
approved the recommendations of the 
joint committee affecting. consoli- 
dated returns, providing that where 


an affiliated corporation sustains a 
loss for a given year the loss may 
be charged to another affiliated cor- 
poration ‘if not carried ahead to a 
subsequent year. 

In this connection the, committee 
suggested the repeal of the section 
of the law which provides that two 
or more domestic corporations shall 
be deemed affiliated when 95 r 
cent. of the stock is held by e 
same interests. Affiliated corpora- 
tions would have until Jan. 1, 1929, 
to adjust themselves to the change. 

The recommendation concerning 
Federal liens on property also was 
adopted. Under the new plan the 
liens would be made against specific 
proces of property or against all, in 
he Government’s discretion, and in 
some cases could be supplanted by a 
surety bond.

MRS. THAW'S CURT POLES ON LITHUANIA 


Lawrence C. Thaw Testifies to 
Deed of $600,000 to Him 
by His Grandmother. 


SAYS HE HAD PLEASED HER 


She Now Seeks to Recover Sum 
Given Two Years Ago—Court 
Reserves Decision. 


Trizl of the suit of Mrs. Mary 
Copley Thaw, mother of Harry Thaw, 
who seeks to recover $600,000 turned 
over to her grandson, Lawrence 
Copley Thaw, under a deed of gift 
two years ago, on the grounds that 
he used undue influence and untrue 
arguments in persuading her to make 
the gift, ended in the Federal court 
here yesterday. Judge. Frank. J. 
Coleman reserved decision. 

Young Thaw, who first came into 
fame through the large amount of 
the allowance granted to him in 
Surrogates Court from his mother’s 
estate when he was still in his teens, 
occupied the stand during yester- 
day’s session. He described the oc- 
casion of his grandmother’s gift of 
$600,000, denying that he had used 
any undue influence. 

The plaintiff contended that she 
was ill in January, 1925, when Law- 
rence persuaded her to give him the 
money, arguing that he had been 
discriminated against in his father’s 
will. Young Thaw contended, to the 
contrary, that his grandmother’s 
mental incompetence began the fol- 
lowing June, following an accident, 
and immediately before her son and 
his uncle, Josiah Thaw, went to the 
hospital and obtained her signature 
to the complaint in the present suit. 

It was brought out that the deed of 
gift was drawn up by Mrs. Thaw’s 


personal attorney, signed by her pri- 
vate secretary and carried out by the 
bank, which was her financial repre- 
sentative. On the. stand. Thaw. said 
PAE RM Pol-seMBobl--sa-belebealaiaet-yamet-rer (tile 
the gift.with him she. expressed. her- 
self as pleased with his going to work 
immediately after leaving college, 
and also with his marriage, pointing 
out that.-he. had. given. .evidence .of 
greater industriousness than had 
most of the. other members of the 
family.

Special Cable to THE NEw York TIMES, 
PARIS, Nov. 15.—The Quai d’Orsay 
refused today to take any stock in 
reports that Poland was planning to 
seize Lithuania. It was pointed out 
that some differences between 
Poland and Lithuania were due to 
come before the Council of the 
League of Nations Dec. 6, and it was 
scarcely likely that M. Pilsudski 
would at this time make such a move 
as rumored. 
The story of Poland’s plans against 
Lithuania has been current all over 
Europe for the past six months. In- 
variably such reports. came. from 
German or Russian sources. 
Poland and Lithuania are still tech- 
nically at war. The report as origi- 
nating at Moscow had it that Pilsud- 
ski intended to swallow up Lithu- 
ania for the purpose simply of in- 
creasing .Polish territory. The Ger- 
man _ version had it that Pilsudki 
would seize Poland, make Memel a 
gréat Palish port and, giving up the 
use of Dantzic, restore the Dantzic 
corridor to Germany, thus linking up 
Prussia and East Prussia. 
Some weeks ago after the Lithu- 
anians, according to the Poles, had 
closed Polish schools in their terri- 
tory and after the Poles, according 
to the Lithuanians, had resorted to 
the expulsion of Lithuanians from 
Polish territory, the Lithuanians 
started a protest, which has now 
reached a point of being included in 
the League Council’s calendar for the 
December meeting. Meanwhile some 
European diplomats ‘have’ conceived 
the plan of using the incident to try 
to bring about an end to the state of 
war between the two countries. 
This has existed since General 
Zeligowski seized Vilna some six 
years ago. Although his action was 
disavowed officially by the Warsaw 
Government, Poland has kept Vilna. 
The Poles like to recall that Lithu- 
ania got hold of Memel in much the 
same fashion, the port having been 
seized by what was called irregular 
bands; nevertheless, it has remained 
in Lithuanian control. : 
It will be recalled that ten days ago 
Irving Bush came out of Russia and 
gave an interview in London, stating 
that the. Russians expected a quick 
war between Poland and Lithuania.

The bill for carrying out the Mis- 
souri plan will be introduced in the 
Senate by Mr. Hawes, who is a Dem- 
ocrat, and in the House by a Repub- 
lican Representative, thus ‘‘estab- 
lishing at the outset its non-partisan 
character,’’ Senator Hawes said. An 
outline of the bill was given by Sen- 
ator Hawes. It provides for a Gov- 
ernment bond issue of $1,000,000,000 
to carry out a ten-year pro with 
an annual expenditure o $100,000,000. 

The bond issue, it was explained, 
will enable the Government to go 
ahead with the plan, and at the same 
time carry out measures for reduc- 
ing taxation and gene agricul- 
tural relief without the drain on the 
Treasury that would be necessary if 
flood relief and improvement of nav- 
igation were coupled with tax reduc- 
tion and farm aid. 

If the Missouri plan were financed 
by the Federal Treasury it would be 
impossible to provide farm relief and 
tax reduction, said Senator Hawes, 
in contending that both these last- 
so ete proposals should be carried 
out. 

Another proposal by Senator 
Hawes was for a. Federal commis- 
sion to take over the present au- 
thority of the War Department in 
river matters.

: Elpren’s Counsel, in Plea for Mercy, 


Says Client Is Ill and Will Not 
Survive Prison Term. 


Jacob Elpren, 55 years old, of 276 
St. Ann’s Avenue, the Bronx, who 
had pleaded guilty to arson in the 
first degree and had -confessed to 
setting fire to his haberdashery at 
570 East 138th Street, the Bronx, on 
Aug. 22, stood silent but trembling 
in Bronx County Court yesterday 
morning as Judge James M. Barrett 
sentenced him to from fifteen to 
thirty years in Sing Sing Prison.

“Elpren will not live out his term, 
however short.

I must send out the message 
that the courts will not tolerate ar- 
son in this county.”’ 

The fire which Elpren started 
broke out at 11 o’clock. at night, 
driving eleven families in the five- 
story building to the street.

Here That Our, Films Err in 
Showing Them as Warlike. 


SOLE AIM.IS PEACE,-HE SAYS 


Holds We Can Do More Toward 
That End Than Any League—Guest 
of Foreign Press Correspondents. 


Paul Claudel, French Ambassador 
to the United States, complained in 
an address at a dinner given to him 
at the Sherry-Nethlerland Hotel by 
the Association of ro Press 
Correspondents ast night, .. that 
American moving pictures and car- 
toonists give a false impression of 
Frenchmen. Deplori the repre- 
sentation of the Fre in the col- 
onies as ‘‘brutes,’’ he declared that 
the French officers and soldiers in 
Indo-China and in Africa were the 
Same as they were at the Marne and 
at Verdun, and that the French had 
promoted peace, order and civiliza- 
tion rather than injustice and bru- 
tality in her colonies. . 

Ambassador Claudel regretted that 
some Americans held ‘“‘the foolish 
idea’’ that the French were militaris- 
tic and desired war. .On the con- 
trary, he asserted, France, having 
suffered so much from war, ho 
for peace more than any other na- 
tion. The sole aim of French diplo- 
macy, he continued, was pe He 
cited Foreign Minister. Briand’s pro- 
posal to outlaw war between France 
and the United States. Characteriz- 
ing America as ‘‘a whole League of 
Nations by herself,’’ he said that she 
could do more for peace simply’ by 
“opening or closing her doors,’’ than 
any Covenant or any League. 


Finds Films Unflatteri2g. 


In the beginning of his address the 
Ambassador said he had decided ‘‘to 
tackle a safe subject,’’ removed from 
diplomacy and yet of general inter- 
est, so he had selected the moving 
pictures. 

Describing a recent visit to Holly- 
wood and some movies that he saw 
or heard about, he went on: 

“I saw or I was told that in those 
pictures colonial wars of France, 
African wars of France, are quite 
the fashion and generally French 
soldiers and French officers are rep- 
resented in a way which is not at 
all flattering. I know that it takes 
much time to change a type which 
has once caught the eye and the 
fancy-of the public. 

“IT know also that the movie drama 
cannot do without villains and as it 
is difficult to find villains among 
one’s own countrymen it seems bet- 
ter to choose them among people of 
other nations. But I have a right to 
say, and I have here as witnesses 
people who have seen French sol- 
diers and officers under every lati- 
tude, that they are not what the film 
producers judge proper to show to 
the American public and to the pub- 
lic of all nations in the world, since 
there is no nation where American 
films are not seen and enjoyed. The 
French soldiers and officers gre ex- 
actly the same in Indochina and 
Africa as they were at the Marne and 
in Verdun. 

“Just before coming to New York 
I was reading a book by a French 
clergyman, Mr. B. de Perrot, about 
his son, who was recently killed in 
Morocco. It is entitled ‘A Christian 
Soldier,’ I should recomnfend to the 
film producers of Hollywood to read 
it instead of believing. what they see 
in more or less Bolshevistic news- 
papers. They should see in it what 
is a real French soldier, born to be 
the true comrade of American Le- 
gionaires. France has come to 
Morocco or to Indochina, she has

Says France Hates War. 


“Some people seem in America to 
entertain the foolish idea that French- 
men have a natural taste for war, 
that they positively cherish war- 
making, that they are always ready 
to make war just for the fun of the 
thing. It is just the same as if you 
said that South Americans were fond 
of yellow fever and Japanese of 
earthquakes. No people in the world 
suffered more from war than France 
in the last century and nobody but 
a madman can imagine that a nation 
which has just emerged from the hor- 
rors of the last conflict is not decided 
and, if I may say, frantically decided 
to do everything in its power to avert 
a new catastrophe. 

‘“‘A new word has’ been coined in 
America ‘to outlaw the war.’ It is 
a splendid word and a good idea. 
France is as ready to try it as any 
other, and the word and idea were 
embodied in a recent communication 
from M. Briand to the American 

eople by way of The Associated 

ress. 

‘‘And before concluding my speech, 
I am sure, gentlemen, who know 
America better than I do, who have 
resided a long time in this splendid 
country, you will agree with me in 
feeling what a fine thing it is today 
to be an American, to be a part of 
that great and powerful na‘*ion which 
is called America. Or it is better to 
say that it is not only a nation, it is 
a continent, it is a cl‘mate, rain. and 
fine weather in all the world depend 
on her permission. 

‘“‘America is a whole League of Na- 
tions by herself; if she vetoes war 
there can be no war, and I quite agree 
with Mr. Wickham Steed that all by 
herself she can do more, she can in 
fact do more, for the cause of peace, 
only by opening or by closing her 
doors, than any Covenant and than 
any League of Nations. It is a tre- 
mendous power and a-tremendous re- 
sponsibility, but I am confident that 
they cannot lie in better hands than 
in the hands of our dear friends and 
old and recent assocciates.’’ 

Ambassador Claudel delivered part 
of his address in English,. part in 
French. His remarks ‘were ap- 
plauded warmly. Other _ speakers 
were Leonce Levy, New York cor- 
respondent of Le Matin and Presi- 
dent of the association, who was 
toastmaster; Marcel Knecht of Le 
Matin, former President of the asso- 
ciation; Raymond Lang, Secretary- 
General of L’Intransigeant; Maurice 
Leon, a New York attorney repre- 
senting French interests, and the

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ASK HISTORY CHANGE 


Both Races in Chicago Com- 
plain That They Are Being 
Treated Unfairly. 


MAYOR AMAZES SPENDER 


English Editor Warns America 
Against Racial Feuds That 
Have Beset Europe. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—The Gelders’ 
Cousins Club, Inc., composed: of 143 
cousins who trace their ancestry to 
Holland, ap ed to Mayor Thomp- 
son today for a greater recognition 
of the part played by the Dutch in 
making America. The club also en- 
dorsed the Mayor’s efforts to oust 
William McAndrew, Superintendent 
of Schools, whom Mr. Thompson 
calls a ‘“stool-pigeon of King 
George.’’ . 

The letter to the Mayor was signed 
by Abe Arends, President, and Mrs. | 
Carrie Samuels, Secretary. It 
charges that Swinton’s history, used 
in the Chicago public schools from 
1871 to 1893 gave due credit to Hol- 
land. The histories now in use, the 
letter asserts, transfers this credit 
to England. 

Not only do the Dutch want rec- | 
ognition, however, the Italians are 
up in arms because school histories 
say Leif Erickson discovered Amer- 
ica before Columbus. Oscar Durante, 
one of Mayor Thompson’s school 
trustees, charged tonight that poli- 
ticians fostered the Erickson, story 
to get the votes of Scandinavians and 
launched a campaign ‘‘to remove the 
Viking blot from the escutcheon: of 
Christonvher Columbus.’’ 

Chicagoans of Italian descent, Mr. 
Durante said, were incensed by a re- 
port that leading Norwegian socie- 
ties here were planning to present a 
vetition to the Mayor asking ‘that 
Erickson supplant Columbus as the 
original discoverer of America in 
school history books. 

When the McAndrew case is’ re- 
sumed tomorrow afternoon Charles 
Edward Russell, the writer, will tes- 
tify. Mr. Russell was appointed by 
President Wilson to serve as a Com- 
missioner on Public Information to 
Great Britain during the war and is 
expected to testify that there is, or 
‘was, an organized plan to Anglicize 
the United States. 

The McAndrew case brought com- 
ment today -from J. Alfred Spender, 











former editor of The Westminster 
Gazette, in an address before the | 
English-Speaking Union. Mr. Spender 
viewed Mayor Thompson as an, 
amazing phenomenon. The Amer- | 
ican problem of making a national 
whole of many races was a difficult 
one, he said. 

‘“‘America with its vast spaces, very 
thinly populated according to our Eu- 
ropean standard, will inevitably con- 
tinue to draw upon Europe, though 
it may do so in a careful and regu- 
lated way,’’ he declared. ‘‘It may take

Responsibility on Governor. 


The voters last week having rati- 
fied the Governor’s. constitutional 
executive budget proposal, the duty 
of finding revenues to meet the re- 
quirements of the State Government 
has been shifted from the Legisla- 
ture to the Governor. 

Last year the Governor escaped 
that responsibility under a modus 
vivendi arranged with the fiscal lead- 
ers of the Legislature, all Republi- 
cans, but next er there is no rea- 
son to believe that the Republicans 
will be in a mood to temporize with 
the Governor over legislative meas- 
ures—certainly not over the — 

Governor Smith contended for a 
two-cent gasoline tax during the clos-

Although on the face of the returns 
their candidate was defeated by ap- 
proximately 4,000 votes, the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Lawyers’ Non-

create the interference... More than 
a complaints have been received at 

the station curing the past few days, 
and most of them came from the 
west side of Manhattan and the Cen- 
tral Park district, according to a rep- 
resentative of WOR. 

‘‘We are aware of the disturbance 
on our wave,”’ said John R. Poppele, 
chief engineer of the station, ‘‘but we 
are not exactly sure of the source. 
However, the hunt is narrowing 
‘down to the metropolitan area, be- 
cause no complaints have been re- 
ceived outside of this district. About 
75 per cent. of the reports mention 
WCDA, a New York station, which 
went on the air last week for the 
first time. Steps will undoubtedly be 
taken by the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion to clarify the situation.’’ 

Earl W. Dannals, chief engineer of 
WCDA, operated .by the Italian Edu- 
cational Broadcasting Co., Inc.; said: 

‘“‘WCDA operated’ on a frequency 
of 1,420 kilocycles, which is the sec- 
ond harmonic of 710 kilocycles, or 
that of the WOR wave. It is another 
case of interference in the ae gee 
tan area caused by assignmen 
stations. on. frequencies. which are 
some multiple of another wave.’’ 

Mr. Dannals said the matter had 
been taken up with the operators of 
WOR and a satisfactory solution of 
the problem was expected at an early 
date. He also said the matter would 
be the subject of a special repgrt to 
the Federal Radio Commission with- 
in the next few days. 

A Government radio representative 
said yesterday that WOR had an ex- 
cellent record for staying exactly on 
its assigned channel and that the 
trouble was not caused by the New-

VOTE ISSUE ADJUSTED 
BY RADIO CONFERENCE 


Decision Is Made on American 
Motion to Eliminate Reference 
to It From Compact.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The con- 
troversy over voting power which 
has troubled the International Radio 
Telegraphic Conference:since it con- 
vened six weeks ago was brought 
to an end today when, upon motion 
of the United States, the committee 
drafting the convention to be. sub- 
mitted for adoption at the conclusion 
of the conference eliminated all ref- 
erence to votes in the compact. 

After moving “successfully ' that 
Article 12 of the London Convention, 
known as the’ ‘‘vote’’ article; be 
stricken from the Washington com- 
pact, Judge Stephen Davis, Vice 
Chairman of the conference, _ pro- 
posed that the vote issue: be submit- 
ted to the Governments for direct 
‘diplomatic negotiation. -’

powered to sign the present compact 
at Monday’s ceremony. 

It was suggested variously that the 
compact should be signed only by 
‘‘independent governing  nations,’’ 
which would be interpreted to in- 
clude the British dominions, or by 
the signatories provided for under 
the London Convention of 1912, or 
by all seventy-two nations repre- 
sented here. 

The American spokesman  an- 
nounced that the United States, 
which is entitled:to six votes under 
the London Convention, 
willing to place only one signature 
at the end of the convention. Euro- 
pean nations, notably Italy and 
France, insisted on registering their 
full voting strength. 

In the hope of finding some middle 
ground, at the suggestion of Chair- 
man A, Johnston of Canada a com- 
mittee was constituted to study the 
question under the chairmanship of 
William R. Castle Jr., Assistant Sec- 
retary of State.

COBHAM TO HOP TOMORROW 


Will: Go to Southampton on First 
Leg of 20,000-Mile Africa Flight.

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Sir Alan Cob- 
ham will leave Rochester Thursday 
for Southampton on the first lap of 
his 20,000-mile flight around Africa. 
Lady Cobham will accompany him. 

Speaking today at a luncheon given 
in his honor, Sir Alan explained that 
the purpose of the flight was to con- 
vince the people of Africa that air 
transport is to be considered not only 
as a commercial proposition; but also 
as an important factor for the de- 
velopment of the country. . He said 
that all Africa is waiting for the de- 
velopment of air transport and that 
the first company to establish itself 
there’ would steal a march on all 
others. 

The Cobhams will begin their flight 
at Rochester at 1:30 P..M. They wil 
follow the Thames to the sea, flying 
over London. 

Sir Alan-is. using a Signapore fly- 
ing boat equipped with two 700 horse- 
power Rolls-Royce Condor engines. 
The ship’s capacity is fifteen passen- 
gers. Sir Alan is taking only Lady 
Cobham, another pilot and a motion 


picture photographer, who will film 
the trip. 

The second lap is to Bordeaux, Fri- 
day. Thence he will. fly to Egypt. 
From there he will fly south along 
the east coast to Cape Town and 
back along the west coast. 

During a trial flight this afternoon 
the plane had.a slight mishap. In 
landing it struck a submerged ob- 
stacle and began filling .with water. 
It was taken to the factory and

LEVINE IS EXPECTED 
TO SETTLE WAR CLAIM 


Ramor That He Will Pay $100,- 
000 to Government Follows 
Conference of Counsel. 


Negotiations between Government 
attorneys and counsel for Charles A. 
Levine, the first transatlantic flying 
passenger, who was among those who 
lunched with President Coolidge on 
Monday, were continued yesterday, 
and it was rumored after the meeting 
that a settlement might be effected 
by which Mr. Levine would turn over 


more than $100,000 to meet the Gov- 
ernment claim against him. 

The claim grew out‘of Mr. Levine’s 
contract to salvage munitions after 
the war and amounted to nearly 
$500,000.' It was contended that Mr. 
Levine did not turn over to the Gov- 
ernment its full share of the proceeds 
of the salvag. operations, oe 
Mr. ‘Levine’s ‘friends ‘assert tha 
did his full. part and that he actually 
saved the Government. money. on 
what would otherwise be waste. 

No actual agreement has _ been 
reached, but it was said an amicable 
settlement would probably result in 
the next few days. Alexander Holtz- 
off, special assistant to the Attorney 
Gene , in whose office the confer- 
ence was held, said he was very 
hopeful that an agreement would be 
reached, but refused to say what 
stage the negotiations had reached. 
Samuel Hartman, attorney for Mr. 
Levine, also said that he had every 
hope of a happy solution, but refused 
to comment on the rumored figure of 
$100,000 or more as the basis for. set- 
tlement.

Aiming to.Better Chamber- 
lin-Levine Hop. 


FOLLOWS NEW ROUTE EAST 


Great Circle Course Will Bring Him 
Over Caspian and Afghanistan - 
— Dangerous but Shorter.

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Captain R. 8. 
McIntosh and Bert Hinkler, an Aus- 


tralian test pilot, took the air at 
Upavon Airdrome, Wiltshire, this 
ternoon in the monoplane Princess 
Xenia,-in an attempt fly to India 
and break ‘the berlin-Lavine 
world’s record long-distance flight. 

The start was made despite the 
threat of storms and sleet and snow 
in Central Euro throughout te- 
night. Fair weather and favorable 
winds, however, are predicted when 
and if the fliers cross Turkey and 
head southward across the Caspian 
Sea and Afghanistan. Captain Mc- 
Intosh, a former pilot of the. Imperial 
Airways, has the nickname ‘‘All 
Weather”? McIntosh. 

The big Fokker taxied about half 
a mile before it succeeded in liftin 
its load. It then had a 200- 
margin at the end of the runway. 

The airmen intend to make a true 
great circle flight instead of follow- 
ing the southern route heretofore 
favored because, for the purpose of 
records, all flying is measured by the 
great circle. By following it they 
will avoid mileage for which they 
would not be credited. 

The new route brings new hazards, 
as much of the country from the 
Caspian = Afghanistan: is inhab- 
ited b yrs ee peo a It is 
recognized that the fliers’ lives might 
be endangered by an attack in the 
event of a. forced landing. 

The fliers hope to Peach Delhi, 

about 4,000 miles from London. The 
Chamberlin record, New York to 
Eisleben, is 3,905 miles. 
The plane is the same machine in 
which Captain’ McIntosh made his 
brief unsuccessful attempt to cross 
the Atlantic from the Irish coast. 
Flying in the teeth of a gale, he was 
forced to turn back after a few 
hours, 

This Fokker monoplane has a Brit- 
ish Bristol Jupiter radial —— (>) 4 
450 horsepower and carries 
lons of -fuel. -It.is estimated that 
when fully loaded it weighs seven 
tons. has a cruising radius of 
forty-seven hours. The equipment 
includes a larymgopnone, a kind of 
telephone operat ng on the larynx 
and enabling the nn to converse. 

The airmen left Upavon at 1:10 P. 
M. and hope to reach India soon 
after daylight Thursday morning. 
They carried as food sandwiches, 
fruit, chocolate, meat lozenges and 
thermos flasks of coffee and tea. 
They also took a bag: of private let- 
ters for delivery in India. 

A bright sunny day favored the 
start, a twenty-mile west wind blow- 
ing at the time. Mrs. McIntosh was 
on the field to see ber husband off. 
When about to climb in the pilot’s 
seat he shook her hand and said: 

“Now for the record; we'll take a 
shot at it.’’ 

Mr. Hinkler, who will do the bulk 
of the navigating, climbed in beside 
him, and they were away 
cheers. Immediately thereafter, six 
fast .pursuit planes leaped off the 
ground, caught the huge Fokker and 
acted as an.escort to Channel. 

Announcement of the start of the 
flight was cheered wildly at the Air 
Ministry’s luncheon to Sir Alan and 
Lady Cobham, who will start Thurs- 
day on an air jaunt around Africa in 
a short Singapore all-metal seaplane. 
Captain McIntosh was one of the 
most popular pilots of the Imperial 
Airways and a veteran of eight years’ 
service. He is known to have had a 
difficult time in getting financial 
backing. He sank about all his own 
funds in the Atlantic venture, only to 
be defeated. 

Bert Hinkler is almost as_ well 
known since his flight in 1920 in an 
Avro baby airplane from London to 
Turin, climbing over the Alps with a 
thirty-five horsepower engin .

London to Riga, 1. 200 miles. He is 
known as “Sir Jockey” because of 
his light plane exploits. ‘When he 
returned to the home of his parents 
in Australia after several years’ ab- 
sence, he dropped his baby plane 
into. a quiet street and taxied up to 
the doorway.

No Major League Club Can Have 
More Than Forty Under 
Control at Any Time. 


18 AMENDMENTS DRAFTED 


To Be Submitted at Joint Session 
Here Dec. 15—-New Ruling on 
Postponed Games. 


By The Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 15.-—-The rejuve- 
nated Advisory Council of major 
league baseball ended a two-day ses- 
sion tonight, handing out copies of 
eighteen proposed amendments to 
big league procedure, Al! related to 
the administrative end of the game 
and none to the peoe cule. 

“Since the supply of skilled players 
is not equal to the demand,’’ beg 
one amendment, no club shail have 
under its control, in any manner, 
more than forty players at any time. 

The draft problem was referred to 
in several of the new rules, which 
will be submitted to the joint ones 


of the major leagues Dec. 15 at 
New York. 


No Ohanges in Draft System. 


None of the amendments mention- 
ing the draft indicated any change 


in the selection process by which the 
majors lay claim to minor league 
players in those circuits which per- 
mit the drafting. 

Accompanying the copies of the 
rules, Commissioner Landis issued 
the formal call for the joint meeting 
in New York next month. 

A rule for handling postponed or 
tied games, to prevent the transfer 
of those contests such as the Cincin- 
nati-Pittsburgh case of last Summer, 
was agreed upon by the council. 
Postponed contests must be played 
on the grounds where they were 
originally scheduled before any more 
regularly scheduled games can be 
played. 


Regular Dates Advanced. 


The dates assigned for the regularly 
scheduled games shall be moved for- 
ward. The season schedule may, 
however, arrange explicitly in ad- 
vance for playing off postponements 
in the visiting team’s park. 

The rule forbidding umpires to ac- 
cept payment for reporting promis- 
ing players to any club in his league 
received the addition today of a pen- 
alty of at least $500, aimed at either 


.|the umpire or the club. 


Most of the rules related to players 
contracted, and the amendments gen- 
erlly were in protection of the play- 
ers’ contract rights.

HAGEN -FIRST TO : FINISH 

Beats Roth by Forty Yards After 
Hard Race—N. Y: U. Second,

The Columbia University cross- 
country . team scored a fine victory 
at Van Cortlandt Park yesterday af- 
ternoon in finishing first in a quad- 
rangular meet popularly known as 
the Metropolitan Intercollegiate 
championship. The other. teams in 
the competition in the order in which 
they finished were New York Uni- 
versity, the College of the City of 
New York and Manhattan College. 
New York University was the 
favorite for the race as the result of 
its recent victory in the Metropolitan 
junior cross-country championship. 

Columbia’s point total was 23, as 
against 35 for New York University. 
Cc. C. N. Y. edged out Manhattan 75 
to 77. The race brought out one of 
the best metropolitan fields of the 
season and the individual victory of 
Joseph Hagen of Columbia was a 
triumph over Irving Roth of New 
York University. Both boys former- 
ly attended Stuyvesant High School, 
but came to a parting of the ways at 
graduation. 

Hagen won by 40 yards from his 
erstwhile schoolmate. He won in the 
last quarter of a mile with a fine 
sprint that left no doubt of the win- 
ner after more than five miles of 
going in which Roth had the lead 
much of the time. Hagen finished 
the five and three-quarter mile course 
in 30:56.. Roth’s time was 31:07. 
William Phillips of N. Y.-U. was 
third in 31:50. 


Hagen-Roth Lead at Mile.

L. E. Stoddard Says Jones Aide 
Likely to Be Head Coach— 
$1,000,000 for Athletics.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 15.—Louis 
E. Stoddard, Chairman of the Yale 
Football Committee, speaking before 
a gathering of Yale alumni at the 
annual dinner of the Philadelphia 
Yale Club at the Racquet Club to- 
night, strongly expressed his disap- 
proval of any plan which would tend 
to bring back to Yale football the old 
system of non-paid coaches. 

Chairman Stoddard said that though 
no successor for Tad Jones had yet 
been selected, he thought unless 
there was some radical change in 
ideas from those current at the pres- 
ent time, the new coach would be one 
selected from among Jones’s present 
associates. 

Stoddard went on record as be- 
lieving. that any change in the pres- 
ent coaching system as built up 
through the past six years by Tad 
Jones would be too revolutionary 
and would seriously affect the best 
interests of the team. As jong 52 
Jones makes his. business in New 
Haven and can aid his successor, if 
the latter feels the need of help, the 
Chairman of the Football Commit- 
tee is satisfied that things will run 
smoothly. 

Stoddard announced that the new 
Yale budget to be announced later 
made provision for an expenditure 
of over $1,000,000 to be spent for 
general athletics, which would be 
mainly devoted. to. increasing facil- 
ities in other sports. He explained 
that this sum was expected to he 
realized from football over the course 
of the next five years, and stressed

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THE TARIFF ROCK. 


There is something admirable in 
the steadfastness with which Presi- 
dent CoOLIDGE maintains that under 
no circumstances must one jot or 
tittle of the tariff be altered. He 
was bred in that Nev; England faith, 
and nothing will induce him to de- 
part from it. When asked yester- 
day about the report of the Business 
Men’s Commission on Agriculture 
which had advocated modification 
of tariff taxes, the President said, 
in effect, that he had not yet been 
able to read it, but that he knew it 
was wrong. To delude farmers into 
thinking that the tariff discriminates 
against them, or that they could be 
helped in getting better prices for 
their exportable surplus by remov- 
ing tariff barriers which hinder 
the flow of foreign trade, would 
be, in the President’s opinion, a 
grievous mistake both economically 
and politically. 

We all know the taking theory 
about the relation of the farm to 
manufacture which has become so 
firmly embedded in Mr. CooLiDcE’s 
mind. Shut out all foreign goods 
that interfere with the profits of the 
domestic factory owner. He will 
grow rich, to be sure, but that will 
mean employment in his mills for a 
great many more operatives. They 
will have to be fed, and that at once 
creates a larger home market for 
the farmer. It is a beautiful process, 
as imagined, of action and reaction, 
cause and effect, Let agriculture 
trust to home consumption, and 
never doubt that the tariff will con- 
tinue indefinitely to pile.up.enough 
wealth to make every farm bloom 
like the rose. 

Unfortunately, the farmers have 
found that:the development of their 
industry has outrun the home de- 
mand. The production of corn and 
wheat and cotton, to say nothing of 
hogs and cattle, has become so great 
that a surplus has to be disposed of 
abroad. That fact necessarily af- 
fects prices in this country. Hence, 
in the ears of the farmer, it has be- 
come something like a vain repeti- 
tion of the heathen to declare that 
the high tariff is the one source of 
all our blessings. He would like to 
get some which he thinks might he 
his through lowering it.

It speaks well for American 
gas-engineering practice that the 
frightful Pittsburgh explosion which 
killed over. a score, injured nearly 
500 and rendered several thousand 
homeless is but the third of its kind 
that has ever occurred in this coun- 
try, and the only one in which human 
life has been lost. The only men 
who might have told just how and 
why the explosion occurred are the 
artisans who were repairing the 
gasometer that. blew up, and they 
are dead... That the gasometer was 
intended to hold natural gas is of 
no technical significance. 
Paradoxically enough, the gas of 
a filled tank would have simply 
caught fire under the circumstances 
that occasioned the Pittsburgh dis- 
aster, with consequences far less 
terrible than those which have been 
recorded. An explosion can occur 
only. when a definite amount of in- 
flammable gas is mixed with a defi- 
nite amount of air, the proportions 
being, roughly, one to eight. It is 
therefore the usual practice to blow 
air through an empty holder and 
thus to purge it of its residual gas. 
In addition, the air left within the 
holder is tested. Presumably, all 
these precautions were taken by the 
contractors who were charged with 
the duty of repairing the empty 
Pittsburgh tank or by the gas com- 
pany itself. In the absence of evi- 
dence of negligence or incompetence, 
the Pittsburgh catastrophe may re- 
main a technical mystery. 


WHERE SHALL THE POW- 
WOW BE? 


Sad news, if true, drips from 
Washington. Although San Fran- 
cisco had put up the “ante” for the 
Republican National Convention, it 
is out of the game. National Com- 
mitteemen had promised to choose 
that city on the theory that Mr. 
COOLIDGE would not choose to de- 
cline if “drafted.” Now, convinced 
against their will, they have with- 
drawn their promise. California has 
a local god. The worshipers of other 
divinities can’t trust themselves on 
her soil, Our Mr. HILLES hasn’t 
heard or doesn’t believe the depress- 
ing tale. He is still for San Fran- 
cisco. He “ would not be surprised ” 
if, when the National Republican 
Committee plays the part of Paris 
next month, San Francisco should 
get the prize. 

Not all our desire to refrain from 
other people’s business can keep us 
from expressing the hope that this 
will be the case. There is a monu- 
mental imagination in the dream of 
swinging the Hughes boom on the 
Golden Gate. Politics looks drab to 
the thoughtless. Yet a generous 
poetry empurples Mr. HILLEs’s plan 
of carrying Mr. HUGHES’s fortunes 
back ‘to the State where his cam- 
paign was carried on so diplomat- 
ically and triumphantly in 1916. If 
San Francisco is taboo, a sense of 
justice may make the Republicans 
kind to Denver, whose toes still ache 
with the “frost” of the last Demo- 
cratic National Convention to nomi- 
nate Mr. Bryan. 

Denver aside, where shall a “ neu- 
tral” city be found? For supersti- 
tion rejects any city in any State 
that has.a candidate, even if he be a 
joke, like FRANK WILLIS, whose 
slightest.whisper in Washington can 
be heard with the naked ear in 
Seattle. Illinois has three aspirants, 
counting Mr. DAWES and Mr. Low- 
DEN as one. But that is not the only 
reason for her exclusion. No New 
England delegate would venture his 
life in Thompsontown. Michigan has 
no Favorite Son; but perhaps Detroit 
suffers from too much precipitation 
of alcoholic vapor. Besides, she is 
always waiting at the Ford. Indiana, 
like Philadelphia and Chicago a cita- 
del of Republican purity, must yield 
her ambition to her love for “Jim” 
WATSON. 

Minnesota is good missionary ter- 
ritory. St. Paul and Minneapolis 
might make arrangements to hold 
the convention on alternate days. 
The Midwest must be conciliated, but 
what part of it is Middle and West- 
ern enough?

ATLANTIC AVENUE. 

In their travels up-State residents 
of this city are wont to scoff at 
Syracuse for -putting up with a 
trunk-line railroad running through 
its streets, But the metropolis has 
long suffered from conditions almost 
as bad. The New. York. Central 
tracks on the west side of Manhat- 
tan are an anachronism which is at 
last receiving attention at the hand 
of the city authorities. They have 
also just taken the first steps to do 
away with another evil, the thirty 
grade crossings along the line of the 
Long Island Railroad on Atlantic 
Avenue. These have long been rec- 
ognized as among the most dan- 
gerous in the city, and recently 
Mayor WALKER and the Transit Com- 
mission conferred with the repre- 
sentatives of the. railroad to see 
what could be done about eliminat- 
ing them. 

Governor SMITH’S successful cam- 

paign, some years ago, for a $300,- 
000,000 bond issue for getting rid of 
grade crossings gave a new impetus 
to this work throughout the State. 
The recent amendment made it 
easier to finance these improve- 
ments in rural districts. At the same 
time the voters authorized New 
York City to extend its debt limit 
$300,000,000 for the construction of 
new subways. This so relieved the 
pressure in other directions that the 
Board of Estimate felt free to go 
ahead with the Atlantic Avenue proj- 
ect. It will not impose on the city 
a. burden out of proportion to the 
benefit. The plan is to depress the 
tracks, strengthen the retaining 
walls so that they can support a 
heayy roof, and ultimately build a 
boulevard along the top. Leaving 
the latter out of the calculation, the 
improvement will cost $26,000,000, 
but $18,500,000 of that sum will be 
charged to grade-crossing elimina- 
tion, of which the city has to pay 
only a quarter. 
It is to be hoped that all the 
projects advanced in the name of 
the recent debt-limit extender will 
be as sound as this one. Three 
hundred million dollars seems like 
a huge amount, and the temptation 
will be for well-meaning persons to 
advance all manner of schemes for 
spending the moneys released by 
the amendment. But if anybody had 
in front of him a schedule of the 
city’s needed public improvements 
for the next decade or so—why has 
no official agency undertaken such 
a survey ?—even $300,000,000 would 
not look too large. The new sub- 
ways alone will cost three times that 
sum. If the Holland Tunnel is 
crowned with the success that al- 
ready seems assured, it will be but 
the precursor of many similar enter- 
prises under the waters about Man- 
hattan. New sewers must be built, 
nev water supplies tapped, ever new 
transit facilities afforded. With 
the budget rapidly mounting, the 
city authorities will have to scru- 
tinize more carefully than ever each 
new proposal. 


FRESH TALENT FOR PUB- 
LISHERS. 


For some months a controversy 
raged in the Bulletin of the Authors’ 
League over the justice of a maga- 
zine’s refusal to consider manu- 
scripts written by new and unknown 
writers. This was described, “ Not 
“in the market for unsolicited man- 
“uscripts.” But now the periodical 
in question announces that it no 
longer “desires, requires or de- 
serves’? the condemnation. It is at 
present seeking new material, espe- 
cially short stories, “ from new writ- 
“ers as well as old, fresh talent as 
“ well as seasoned, unknown as well 
“as known.” 

Beginning writers who have pro- 
tested against the policy of using 
only “big names” will have their 
revenge, The stories that a hundred 
other publishers have returned to 
them will deluge the repentant 
editor. If the news gets out among 
the younger generation, he may find 
a huge stack of manuscripts from 
boys and girls, too, for they are 
coming boldly forward with the 
product. of talent which, whatever 
else it may not be, is certainly 
“ unseasoned.” Books for children 
are much more numerous, more 
beautifully illustrated and better 
dressed than ever before. Books 
by children are not so plentiful, but 
there are a number of them, and 
sqgme are good enough to attract 
the serious attention of adult read- 
ers and professional critics. When 
almost everybody confesses to hav- 
ing written something or other for 
publication, it is hardly surprising 
that the children should take their 
dictaphone in hand. 

The .Manchester Union is one 
newspaper which encourages writ- 
ing aswell as reading by children. 
Its Monday issue devoted the week-

As reviewers, these New Hamp- 
shire children show promise of de- 
veloping into novelists, poets and 
short-story writers who will never 
offend. If a magazine editor fifteen 
years hence refuses to consider their 
work, it will not be because they are 
bursting the bonds of convention. 
Or perhaps, because they are today 
such effusively moral and conserva- 
tive reviewers, they will grow up to 
be the flaming youth of tomorrow. 


TINKERING WITH THE DAWES 
PLAN. 

Financial experts who believe that 
a revision of the Dawes reparation 
scheme is inevitable are free so to 
believe. But to make their convic- 
tion the basis for premature action 
would mean mischief. Financial ex- 
perts have been known to guess 
wrong on the subject of reparations 
and related subjects. In the present 
instance they may be guessing cor- 
rectly. Yet it was the basic intention 
of the Dawes Plan to put an end to 
the guessing which did nothing for 
reparations and bred reciprocal exas- 
peration. In his recent memorandum 
to the German Government the 
Agent General for Reparations 
states: 

The aim of the Plan was to put 
the problem of reparation to the 
test of practical experience under a 
program which, as the experts 
said, ‘‘ adjusts itself to realities.” 
It is fundamental to this concep- 
tion that the German Government 
should permit the Plan to have a 
fair trial. 

The same obligation rests on Ger- 
many’s creditors. To raise fears of 
what is “ bound” to happen tends to 
sap the spirit of determination 
which, admittedly, is essential to a 
successful effort on Germany’s part 
to pay her debts. The mischief is 
the same whether the doubts arise in 
Berlin or in London. So far the his- 
tory of the Dawes Plan has been the 
steady recession of the “ inevitable ” 
break-down. At the beginning it was 
argued that the first Dawes year 
would work, that the second year 
would show difficulties, that the 
third year would be the real test. 
The third year is now gone. Con- 
cerning the fourth year, it is ad- 
mitted that things will come out all 
right. The real test is now post- 
poned to the fifth year, ending Sept. 
30, 1929. It is not impossible that a 
further postponement of the evil day 
will become necessary. But in any 
case it is not necessary, it is actually 
harmful, to anticipate. Revision on 
the basis of anticipation will bring 
back the old suspicions and enmities. 
Revision forced by an actual break- 
down of the Plan is another matter. 
The object of the Plan will have been 
attained. The “ realities ” have been 
consulted and have given their an- 
swer. 

This was the chief point of the 
Gilbert letter. It has been dtscribed 
as harsh and censorious, but Mr. 
GILBERT’S legal position demanded 
that. His only title to speak was as 
representative of Germany’s credi- 
tors. He has no right to interfere in 
German budgetary affairs except as 
reparation payments are concerned. 
But Mr. GILBERT’S communication in 
spirit, and often in letter, was 
directed primarily to Germany’s 
own welfare. He speaks repeatedly 
of the menace to Germany’s “ econ- 
omy.” Dawes payments and German 
economic recovery rest alike on the 
assumption that the reparation prob- 
lem is settled until experience has 
established the contrary. Anything 
which tends to bring that principle 
into question prematurely is bound 
to stir up the old strife and confu- 
sion over Germany’s “ loyalty,” Ger- 
many’s “capacity” and the rest of 
the bad brew. 


ADMIRAL HILARY P. JONES. 

At the naval conference in Geneva 
Admiral H1ILaRY P. JONES, who has 
just retired for age, rendered a ser- 
vice to his country. He brought to 
the attention of the American people 
the need of a navy adequate to pro- 
tect their rapidly growing foreign 
commerce. They understood that 
the navy was their first line of de- 
fense, but were hazy about the use 
of ships to safeguard the rights of 
the United States as a great trading 
nation. When British delegates at 
Geneva argued that the people of 
Great Britain would be starved into 
submission if her trade routes were 
not kept open, and that the United 
States was self-subsisting, Admiral 
JONES pointed out that the United 
States is an island empire in much 
the same way as Great Britain. As 
a great industrial nation we depend 
on sea communications. . ‘ 

After returning from Geneva Ad- 
miral JONES said, in an address on 
Navy Day: 

The. statement that the. United 
States is sufficient unto itself, and

munieation with the outside world, 
is untrue and & dangerous one to” 


believe We are. 4 highly! indus 


trializéd nation, and“no industrial” 
ized nation in the world today can 


live wholly unto itself. 
At Geneva .the. delegations . of. 


Great Britain, the-United States'and| 


Japan learned exactly what the in- 
dividual interests of their principals 
were, and parted in a friendly spirit. 
Admiral JONES was chosen to be the 
chief American adviser because no 
one in the navy knew the needs of 
the service better. He was as sound 
as he was deliberate in judgment. 
Besides, he was suave and a born 
diplomat. His career had always 
been marked by. efficiency from the 
day he left the Annapolis Academy. 
In the Samoa hurricane he behaved 
intrepidly on the Nipsic, in the war 
with Spain his record as a junior of- 
ficer was excellent, and as a Captain 
in the great war he did admirable 
work as a squadron commander. 
Merit, not influence, made him the 
first Admiral of the United States 
Fleet in 1922. He takes with him 
into retirement the respect, esteem 
and affection of the whole service.

Good Government’s well for Re- 

Difficult publicans and 
Schedule. Democrats to 
agree on the 
four-year term for Governor in the 
abstract. When the time factor is 
taken up the difficulties begin. The 
people of New York are with Gov- 
ernor SmitH in feeling that a Pres- 
idential year is not the right time to 
elect a Governor, which disposes of 
1928. But neither, in all consistency, 
should the Gubernatorial election 
come. at the same time as New 
York’s Mayoralty election. That set- 
tiles 1929. 

In 1930 there will be Congres- 
sional elections, and it is a pity to 
mix them up with State politics. This 
leaves only one open date in four 
years; and 1931 may yet show an 
important referendum vote which 
ought not to be confused with per- 
sonalities. Under the circumstances 
it would seem that we ought to have 
a four-year Governor appointed by 
MUSSOLINI. 

And now, to complicate matters, 
comes milk. An investigation by the 
Department of Agriculture and Mar- 
kets gives New York’s milk supply 
a clean bill of health. That investi- 
gation was undertaken in May, we 
are told, and. the results made pub- 


lic only now, ‘‘so there could be no 
ground for the contention that the 
survey had political significance.’’ It 
speaks well for our finer sensibil- 
ities that we should be at pains to 
separate Governors from  Pres- 
idents, Mayors from Governors, and 
milk inquiries from politics; but how 
it does put a strain on the ‘calendar!

When, or as soon as, Mr. CooLipgx 
decides that he has become mere 
window-dressing at a function, he 
leaves. This is consistent with New 
England and the Administration 
policy of economy. 


A new use for hyp- 
notism, apart from 
vaudeville stages or 
psychopathic labora- 
tories, is credited to 
a Chicago doctor. He employed it as 
an anesthetic for pain, and a long- 
distance anesthetic at that. By 
telephone thirty blocks away from a 
dentist’s office, he hypnotized a pa- 
tient there.

This seems more easy and pleasant 
than gas, ether orchloroform.

NUISANCE. TAXES. 


They Result in Additional Mulcting 
of the Small Taxpayer. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Secretary Mellon's justification for 
opposing reduction’ or elimination of 
the so-called ‘‘nuisance’’ taxes is 
based on the logic that we should all 
pay for the maintenance of Govern- 
ment and these taxes provide the 
universal method. Comparatively 
few, he says, pay direct taxes; none 
must be permitted to escape. The 
war left some bills behind which 
must be paid and paid and paid; 
each and every one must do his share 
to pay them. 

He recommends the elimination of 
the Federal inheritance tax, the re- 
duction of the corporation tax, but 
the other taxes must remain as they 
are, if we are to have safe and sane 
etcRA (eset VM abet: betes beta . 

If these taxes were merely a nui- 
sance one might bear them and hope 
to outlive them some day. But they 
work a positive. hardship to many of 
us, and reflect in the ever-rising cost 
of. living in more than one way. I 
am a salesman, as a case in point. I 
do not own a car; that’s one nuisance 
out of the way, tax and all; nor a 
yacht, nor any such taxable. Nor 
would I give a plugged nickel to see 
the big business of a Dempsey- 
Tunney fight. Then, says the Secre- 
tary, we must make you bear your 
just burden at the movies, the thea- 
tre, the symphony concert, the opera. 
The long and the short of it is—I 
must pay! 

But,:in all fairness, don’t I pay 
every moment of my buying day the 
increase for every thing I buy, and 
pay by the nose? The war has 
taught our big corporations the fi- 
nesse of orgarization and price co- 
operation, with the result that they 
tell me to take it or leave it if I 
balk at paying the price of victory 
for my everyday necessities. Yet 
those who are in control of the neces- 
sities of life (and its luxuries) in- 
sist that the war’s burdens should be 
removed from them, or reduced, but 
still retained on the shoulders of 
others. Any one of us poor suckers 
who is not an alumin:m plate or 
steel mogul, or a coal baron, would 
gladly swap and pay the direct tax 
to the Government, and even sign a 
stipulation not to employ million-dol- 
lar-fee constitutional lawyers to help 
soften some of these taxes. 

But above ail, anc here’s some- 
thing many seem to overlook: These 
taxes are an encouragement to the 
widespread practice of charging odd 
prices additional to the regular prev- 
alent price. Thus we find that a 
fifty-cent lunch becomes fifty-five 
cents, a five-cent apple seven cents, 
a dollar dinner $1.10 or $1.20. Where 
it was customary before the war to 
reduce the even price to make the 
selling price appear smaller, now 
pennies are actually added to the 
prevailing high prices. This is the 
direct result of the vogue of odd 
prices which these nuisance taxes 
have established. 

I submit that it is high time we 
were made to feel that this orgy of 
confiscation has been left behind 
‘“‘with the terrors of war and the 
battle’s confusion.’’

2. Some Senators believe that the 
vote of the peasant women, who are 
for the most part devout Catholics, 
would bring about an increased in- 
fluence of the clergy and.an effec- 
tive reaction against the hard-won 
separation of Church and State. 

3. Others contend that the vote of 
women in industry—whose numbers 
have greatly increased since the pre- 
war period—and who are, generally 
speaking, of a socialistic tendency, 
would boom the radical movement in 
France. 

Two widely different ‘conclusions: 
Of course, the conservative gentle- 
men of the Senate might come to the 
realization that one tendency would 
offset the other and that the des- 
tiny of France would not materially 
swing from its normal course, should 
French women vote. But to see the 
other fellow’s point of view is not a 
thing generally conceded in politics, 
in France any more than in other 
countries. French Senators, like all 
other politicians, are careful not to 
give free rein to the horse before he 
is actually galloping down the road. 

Now is this state of affairs very 
different from that of the United 
States? Not so very. American wo- 
men had to free themselves to be al- 
lowed to be politically free. It was 
only by concerted action, even mili- 
tant action, throwing bricks and 
breaking windows, &c., that English 
women won the vote. 

I would not intimate that French 
women should do likewise. Aggres- 
siveness is distasteful to them not 
only as women but as French people. 
The French are highly individual- 
istic. Combined organized action is 
difficult for them. The strength of 
women in France lies in the slow 
growth of a moral idea by persuasion, 
reason and patience. French women 
think that feminine charm often gets 
the better of men’s resistance where 
fighting and bold methods would fail. 
They believe in permitting an idea 
to work out through its own force 
and momentum, When, then, and 
how are French women to receive 
the vote? 

In no different ways than in other 
countries. Turn to Germany, Italy, 
Turkey, where the suffrage move- 
ment has been making rapid ad- 
vance at the very time Governments 
were being readjusted. The German 
Republic brought German women the 
vote. The Turkish Republic brought 
Turkish women emancipation, while 
Mussolini, in attempting to adjust 
Italy to new needs and realizing that 
the civilization of a country is re- 
lated directly to the condition of wo- 
men, gave them enlarged rights and 
opportunities. It is only when the ir- 
resistible momentum that interna- 
tional life and the obligations it en- 
tails move them to do so that French 
Senators will give women the legisla- 
tive vote. 

When. is this to occur? To those 
who have followed the difficulties of 
the Government since the war it is 
clear that should the Poincaré Minis- 
try—the most able body of men to 
leac France to financial safety under. 
present circumstances —fall before 
achieving its task of financial res- 
toration, the old Parliamentary sys- 
tem would have proved itself obso- 
lete. It would then be necessary to 
rebuild it to meet. present needs and 
revise the Constitution, not alone for 
the purpose of freeing women but to 
adjust the political organization of 
France to the demands and exigen- 
cies of the time. 

Then, I should think, a political re- 
naissance will take place in France, 
and with it, as a natural consequence, 
the vote for women.

German Methodists Outline Self« 
Support Plans at Conference Here. 


A desire on the part of Methodist 
foreign missions in Central Europe 
to become self-supporting and thus 
‘‘gradually to free all churches, ex- 
cept in primitive mission fields, from 
the necessity of receiving funds from 
America for the carrying on of their 
religious activities,’’ was voiced yes- 
terday in an application from the 
Central German Conference to the 
Methodist Episcopal Board of Fore 
eign Missions. 

The application, in the form of @

The Central German Conference, 
it was said, is the first in any coun- 
try in which the Methodist Episcopal 
Church has missions, to ask that it 
be permitted to become entirely self- 
supporting and be no longer con- 
sidered as_ receivin 
money for ‘its work. 
conferences into which German 
Methodism is divided are under- 
stood to be planning to become self- 
supporting within a few years.

The operation undertaken by Sec- 
retary Mellon, assisted by Under 
Secretary Mills, looking to the re 
tirement of the Second Liberty Loan; 
is regarded by Administration offi- 
cials as one of the most successful 
jn the history of the Treasury. ~At 
the time the plan was instituted,. in 
March, Second Liberties were. out- 
standing in excess of $3,104,000,000. 
Through exchange of Treasury notes 
and bonds bearing a lower rate of in- 
terest about $2,000,000,000 of the Lib- 
erties were retired and an additional 
$370,000,000 was retired through di- 
version from the sinking fund and 
application of surplus. 


In Hands of Small Holders. 


Treasury officials said today that 
many of the Second Liberties out- 
standing were undoubtedly in the 
hands of small holders who had not 
yet received the news that interest 
on them stopped today—the tenth an- 
niversary of ‘the issue. Every. ex- 
pedient was resorted to to let hold- 
ers of the bonds know that the call 
for them was finally effective today 
and that after this date there would 

' be no more interest forthcoming. 

Treasury officials said they’ were 
gratified at tHe reception: accorded 
Secretary Mellon’s announcement of 
March 8 offering 3% per cent. Treas- 
ury notes to holders of Second Lib- 
erty 4% bonds, On March 15 Liber- 
ties were exchanged for more than 
$1,360,000,000 :in Treasury ;notes; in 
Jtine there was an exchange of Lib- 
erties to the amount of $245,250,000 
for bonds bearing 3% per cent., and 
on Sept. 15 Treasury 3% per cent. 
notes were exchanged for Liberties 
in the sum of nearly $369,000,000. 

Suggestions have been made that 
in view of the refunding, a situation 
has been created that makes a sub- 
stantial cut in taxes a hazardous ex- 
periment. Treasury officials, how- 
ever, insisted that there was no re- 

\ Jationship between tax reduction and 
debt reduction, and that Secretary 
Mellon, in recommending that the 
tax cut be limited to $225,000,000, did 
zo without regard to the financing 
\incident to the Second Liberty Loan 
or other Treasury operations. 

They pointed out that debt reduc- 
tion was provided for by sinking 
fund, which receives stated annual 
appropriations, and by the excess of 
receipts over expenditures. Never- 
theless there are political leaders 
who take the position that the issue 
of short-term paper, maturing in 
1927 and 1928, may have been timed 
with a subtle purpose to dissuade 
Congress from radical revision of 
the tax laws. 


Heavy Maturities in Sight. 


For example, there is a maturity of 
Treasury notes on Dec. 15, 1927, in 
excess of $335,000,000; one of 
Treasury certificates in excess of

ury certificates of $250,000,000. The 
Third Liberty Loan is callable on 
Nov. 16, 1928. It draws interest at 
the rate of .4% per cent. It bears a 
value of $2,147,655,700. In addition

come due on June 15, 1928. 

Conversion of the Second Liberty 
Loan into securities bearing lower 
rates of interest was undertaken, ac- 
cording to Under Secretary Mills, 
“because it was obvious that, with 
its long-term Government bonds sell- 
ing on a basis to yield less than 3% 

er cent., and its short-term matur- 

ties on a basis to yield 3% per cent. 

or less, the Treasury could not per- 
mit over three billion of 4% per cent. 
bonds to remain outstanding, once 
the time arrived when, under the 
law, they could be retired by call. 
Every consideration of sound finan- 
cial manageme..t demanded that they 
be refunded at as early a date as 
possible.’’ 


Interest Rate Drops. 


The:annual interest rate on the in- 
terest-bearing debt on June 30, 1926, 
was 4.09 per cent., as compared with 
3.96 per cent. a. the close of te 
fiscal year 1927. This is the first 
fiscal year in which the average in- 
terest rate has been below 4 per cent. 
since the close of the World War.

The call 
loan rate .remained at’ 3% per cent., 
and stability wes maintained be- 
tween demand for and supply of 
funds. No call by the Treasury on 
the funds. placed at its disposal by 
the sale of new securities had been 
— last night, nor was any 
advance to the Treasury from the 
Federal Reserve Bank announced. 
It is expected, however; that such a 
call for funds will be made within 
the next few days. 

The Treasury announced several 
days ago that it was calling on about 
$150,000,000 of deposits throughout 
the country, of which $55,000. was 
in New York banks. ‘To this were 
added other funds at the Reserve 
Banks at the disposal of the Trea- 
sury. -It is expected that as addi- 
tional funds are needed advances 
will be obtained from the Reserve 
Banks, for which one-day certificates 
will be issued, to be renewed from 
day to day. This will avert the 
necessity of heavy calls being made 
on the ;Treasury’s funds in deposi- 
tary banks, as large withdrawals of 
this kind might impose a strain on 
the money market. 


Issue Widely Distributed. 


_ The Second Liberty loan was one 
of the most widely distributed of all 
the war issues. On Aug. 31, when 
the last classification was made, of 
the $1,198,481,200 of Second Liberties 
then outstanding $53,111,300 were in 
denominations of $50, . $110,100,400 
of $100 and $128,737,500 of $500. 
There were at that time $424,442,000 
of the bonds outstanding in the $1,000

In many cases investors hold only 
one bond each and the task of reach- 
ing all of them is gigantic. Cases 
have been reported of bank employes 
and even executives who had stray 
Second Liberty bonds put away in 
safety deposit boxes and did not 
realize that they had been called. In 
isolated parts of the country the pro- 
portion of holders of $50 or $100 
bonds not aware of the redemption 
call is much greater. 

Banks throughout the city were 
busy yesterday accepting bonds of 
small denominations from investors 
for redemption. In the case of cus- 
tomers of the banks, the bonds were 
accepted as deposits and the amount 
credited to the accounts of the de- 
positors.. Strangers. who_ presented 
bonds will receive the cash when the 
bank has been credited by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank. Virtually all the 
large holders of Second Liberties had 
already turned in their bonds. 

The final wiping out of one of the 
large war loans. increased the de- 
mand yesterday. for the Treasury 
bond issues still available to the pub- 
lic, and two of these issues sold at 
record high prices on the New York 
Stock Exchange. The Treasury De- 
partment from now on will concen- 
trate on the purchase.of Third Lib- 
erty bonds from the sinking fund in 
advance of maturity next September.

those discovered in the steel débris. 
Officials of the company declared 
that five of the dead had been iden- 
tified from.their crew. 

Officials of the Boge Clay Pot 
Company gave out a list of their men 
who were at work when the gas 
tanks let go and had not since re- 

rted. Of the 126 at work at that 
ime, only ninety-three have been ac- 
counted for, eight of whom are known 
to be dead, their bodies having been 
found. The company officials say 
that many of the missing men may 
have left the region and failed to 
have notified any one. Some are 
still believed to be under the steel 
and brick wreckage. i

WOMAN HELD IN DEATH 
OF FOUR-YEAR-OLD SON 


Detective Says Circamstances In- 
dicated She Turned On Gas— 
Nearly Lost Her Own Life. 





Mrs. Rose Tapichian, 28 years old, 
was held without bail for a hearing 
on Nov. 29 when she was arraigned 
yesterday before Magistrate Joseph 
E. Corrigan in the Homicide Court 
on suspicion of having killed her 4 
year-old son, Harry, with illuminat- 
ing gas in their home at 747 Third 
Avenue on Oct. 5, when she was al- 
mged to have turned on the gas in an 
attempt to end her own life as well. 

Mrs. Tapichian, who is the wife of 
Harry, a tailor, who has an estab- 
lishment under the home, had: been 
discharged from Bellevue Hospital 
the day before, where for weeks she 
lay between life and death from the 
gas fumes. Detective McGowan had 
made the charge against her because 
of circumstances, he said, that: indi- 
cated that the boy was killed by her 
turning on the gas. 

The woman, her husband and-their 
lawyer, William S. Katzenstein, 
pleaded, however, with the Magis- 
trate for Mrs...Tapichian’s prompt 
exoneration. Mrs. Tapichian said 
that her boy had accidentally turned 
on the gas while he was ‘playing, and 
her husband said that in their five 
years of married life they had been 
happy and there was no reason why

$600,000 FORGERIRS 
CHARGED 10 GANG 


Federal and. City Authorities 
Seize 5; Expect to Catch 
Several Others. 


VACATIONISTS THE VICTIMS 


Band Is Said to Have ‘Operated in 
Up-State Resorts During the 
Summer Months. 


A gang of alleged forgers who are 
said to have cashed checks aggregat- 
ing $500,000 on the accounts of Sum- 
mer visitcrs to resorts in Orange and 
Sullivan counties last Summer were 
rounded up by Federal authorities 
aided by. city detectives yesterday, 
and arraigned: before United States 
Commissioner Cotter. Four men 
were seized yesterday and one a week 


ago. Arrests of another man and a 
woman are said to be imminent, and 
still. other arrests may follow 
shortly. . 

Several of the men in custody are 
understood.to have confessed -to their 
parts in the scheme, and the au- 
thorities are in possession cf full de- 
tails of the operation of the alleged 
plot as well as the identity of every 
one involved in. it, although they 
were unwilling last. night. to. reveal 
the exact number of arrests ultimate- 
ly expected. , 

The .men taken. yesterday were 
Morris Harmalin, held in . $30,000 
bail;. Nathan. Levine, held in $7,500 
bail,.and Adclph Leinwand and Max 
Fried,. held in $5,000 bail each, Solo- 
mon Bisgaier, a Broklyn real estate 
dealer, was arrested on Nov. 5 and 
held in $5,000. bail, The man whose 
arrest is expected momentarily used 
the alias ‘‘Sam Rubin,’’ but his real 
name was not revealed. ; 

According to the authorities, Lein- 
wand and “Rubin” cruised about 
among Summer colonies, making 
friends, and showing a generous 
readiness to cash checks for their 
newly made friends among the vis- 
itors. These checks were turned 
over to Harmalin, who obtained 
blank checks from the same banks 
and copied the signatures from the 
checks. which his confederates had 
cashed. 

Then; according to the authorities, 
the good checks were deposited in 
accounts opened by ‘‘Rubin,’’ one of 
which was in the First National 
Bank of Ellenville. He was intro- 
ducedwat the bank by Levine, who 
owned a garage in the town. The 
initial deposit put up at the bank in 
order to open the account was said 
to have been. supplied, by. Fried. 

After’ ‘‘Rubin” had opened his ac- 
count and cashed all the good checks, 
after their signatures had been care- 
fully copied on a large number of 
blank checks, the gang felt that. his 
standing at the bank was sufficiently 
established to begin operations. The 
forged checks were then fed to the 
bank. This process was said to have 
been ga at a number of banks, 
although the Ellenville institution 
was the only one specifically 
tioned in the complaint. ; 

Bisgaier’s part in the plot, accord- 
ing to the authorities, consisted in 
cashing certain of the forged checks 
in Brooklyn. At his arraignment, he 
contended that he had cashed the 
checks innocently, but the authori- 
ties contend that he received a 20 
per cent. commission on the checks 
he cashed. All of the checks cashed 
by him had been endorsed by several 
prior signatures, in order, according 
to the authorities, to make it more 
difficult to trace them back to the 
original forgér. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
George J. Mintzer, who questioned 
some of the prisoners late Mon- 
day night, said yesterday that the 
Government was in possession of 
forged checks representing more 
than $250,000.

We have.been very 
intimate friends of hers. I know she 
and Mr. Meisterknecht were very 
happy.”

“About a year ago we formed a 
corporation called the Emmo Engi- 
neering Company with headquarters 
in my office in the Elizabeth Trust 
Building. It was formed specially to 
promote Meisterknecht’s inventions. 
He supplied the brains and I the 
money. ? 

*‘We have been preparing to mar- 
ket a gasoline meter to measure gas- 
oline taken from tanks. A patent 
was applied for and we were pre- 
paring to.go to Fort Wayne, Ind., 
where a pump manufacturing con- 
cern was to put on a practical dem- 
onstration for us.’’

The. Arrow: ‘Ticket’ -Service,: Inc., 
accused ‘by United :States Attorney 
Tuttle of evading the agreement be- 
tween him and the. ticket «agencies 
to fix the maximum surcharge at 
50 cents pending the outcome of the 
appeal. of the -Alexander Agency’s 
case, agreed to abide by the stipula- 
tion ina letter to.Mr. ‘Tuttle, the 
latter announced last night. 

The appeal of the ‘Aléxander case 
on the ground that the tax is un- 
constitutional was argued by Mr. 
Tuttle and Louis) Marshall for the 
agency before the Circuit Court of 
Appeals yesterday. The argument 
will be concluded today and a deci- 
sion is expected soon, 

The Arrow ‘company, brought into 
court early this month by Mr. Tut- 
tle, maintained that it was a new 
organization and not bound by the 
stipulation. It declined to. permit 
its employes to give 'testimony at a 
public inquiry, as Mr. Tuttle desired, 
and he then announced that he 
would proceed against it before the 
Grand Jury. . 

‘Fhe .-Arrow Ticket Service, Inc., 
the. new Somgens (+) ized to take 
the place o e Arrow Theatre 
Ticket Agency, has written a letter 
signed by its officers in which agree- 
ment is made: without qualification 
to abide by the July 29 stipulation 
until after the determination of the 
Alexander. appeal from the July con- 
viction;’’ Mr. ‘Tuttle announced. ‘‘In 
other words, the new COMPANY: places 
itself: in the same position as. the 
other twenty-four agencies, including 
the other, Arrow company, who were 
parties to the. stipulation.

Welfare “Council Discusses 50 
Projects for Coordination of 
Work in All Boroughs. 


BOY CRIMINALS STUDIED 


Judge Cobb Says Lack of Play 
Facilities Causes Increase of 
Youthful Offenders. 


MANY SURVEYS TO BE MADE 


Team-Work Will Be Based on 
Reports—Robert W. de Forest 
Is Elected President. 


Broad plans for increasing co- 
operation among New York social 
and philanthropic organizations with- 
out impairing the individual charac- 
ter of those organizations or lessen- 
ing the. personal . devotion which 
maintains them were discussed yes- 
terday at a meeting at the Russell 
Sage Foundation Building of the di- 
rectors of the Welfare Council of 
New York City, which ‘represents 
1,200 organizations. . 

-Fifty projects for the coordination 
of the machinery of public health 
and relief work in this city have 
been carried ‘out. or-are under way, 
it was reported by William Hodson, 
executive director of the Welfare 
Council. Most of these are studies 
aimed at collecting information 
which will help - organizations in 
similar or allied fields to determine 


how far they may effectively co- 
operate, 


Study of Youthful Criminals. 


One of these projects is a study of 
the problem of ‘youthful criminals in 
Brooklyn, a study which probably 
will be extended to other boroughs. 
In emphasizing the necessity for un- 
derstanding the social changes which 
have made the boy criminal conspicu- 
ous in modern big city life, Judge W. 
Bruce Cobb. of the Children’s Court 
of Brooklyn presented statistics 
showing the increase in youthful of- 
fenders. 

Boys under 21 years formed less 
than’ one-half of 1 per cent. of 609 
criminals of the ’80s and .’90s which 
were discussed by Inspector Byrnes 
in his ‘volume on. professional crimi- 
nals, published in 1895, Judge Cobb 
said. In three months of last year, 
he continued, in 150 burglary cases 
before Brooklyn Magistrates, eighty 
of the defendants were boys between 
16. and 21. Lack of recreational 
facilities was the most obvious fac- 
tor in the boy criminal problem, ac- 
cording to Judge Cobb, who said: 

“For the year ended June 30, 1926. 
Brooklyn had 2,754 boys and young 
men over 16 and under 21 in the city 
prison, ainst 1,087 for Manhattan 
and 5, for the whole city. As 
elsewhere in the city, the proportion 
of crime among the youthful is on 
the increase compared with adulcs, 
including crimes of violence. 


Breeding Places of Crime. 


*‘The Subcommission of Causes 0” 
Crime of the State Crime Commis- 
sion found that Manhattan’s lower 
east side has a 3% per 100 delin- 
quency rate among boys, compared 
with 5 in the Red Hook area of 
Brooklyn. It found this area, or at 
least a certain portion of it, a veri- 
table breeding place for young crim- 
inals because of the conditions ex- 
isting there. . 


“It is believed by well qualified 

ersons that other portions of Brook- 
yn have almost as bad a condition, 
such as the Navy Yard area and a 
large is of Greenpoint. In these 
localities there is a sad lack of boys’ 
clubs and recreational facilities. Au- 
thorities say that crime and juvenile 
delinquency have a direct relation to 
the number ‘of such facilities.”’

more effective cooperation between 
public schools an e social agencies 
of the city. . ;

‘Tn an exceedingly active stock mar- 
ket, ‘whose transactions were the 
largest In nearly a mionth and in 
which the number of’separate shares 
dealt in surpassed ‘all ‘precedent, the 
action of prices, judged by yester- 
day’s net changes, was altogether 
confused. Advances of 2 to 6 points 


nated ‘with declines of 2 to 6 in 
others. Some of the more active 
shares changed the direction of their 
Movement repeatedly, and neither 
the large advances-nor the large de- 
clines were maintained up to the 
close. 

It. was not easy.to ascribe any 
actual trend to the market, or to 
say what it indicated, even as re- 
gards the, Wall Street attitude. That 
two opposing bodies of professional 
operators were chiefly active-in the 
trading seemed evident on the face 


-} of things, and the successes of the 


day’s campaign appeared to be 
evenly divided. The market was in 
no real respect a reflection of the 
day’s news, of which perhaps the 
most important were the statement 
of Secretary Mellon, deprecating the 
talk of trade reaction, and the Octo- 
ber trade. report. 

Mr. Mellon’s hopeful judgment was 
interesting chiefly because of his re- 
jection of the view,: which possibly 
most people in the financial market 
had come to entertain, that 1926 was 
a year of abnormally stimulated ac- 
tivity, and that this year’s relatively 
slower industrial movement was ex- 
plained by that fact. He does not 
so regard 1926, nor does he consider 
the present state of trade as sub- 
normal. Yet if the high points of 
1926 in production and distribution 
were only normal, that conclusion 
would seem on its face to empha- 
size .such decline as has occurred 
this season in comparison with 
them. 

The country’s foreign trade in Oc- 
tober as reported yesterday made in- 
teresting comparisons, especially in 
the surplus of exports over imports, 
which was the largest of any month 
since November, 1924. This resulted 
both from increase of exports and 
decrease of imports. Last month’s 
outward trade was some $35,000,000 
greater than in October of 1926; the 
inward trade was nearly $20,000,000 
smaller. For the increase of ex- 
ports it may be presumed that agri- 
cultural shipments are responsible. 
We sent out less cotton by 243,000 
bales in October than a year before, 
but the month’s average price as 
higher by about $25 per bale; while 
shipments of grain, with prices aver- 
aging somewhat above last year, 
were something like 18,000,000 bush- 
els larger. For the decrease of im- 
ports the reason was not so obvious; 
but, in view of the moderate slack- 
ening of industrial production, it 
may be conjectured that import of 
raw material was less than a year 
ago and possibly import of foreign 
pest behbed-KelAlby Me: Btn 

This sudden and large addition to 
the monthly export surplus, like 
every demonstration of the kind 
since the war, has a somewhat puz- 
zling relation to the squaring of the 
country’s annual trade balance. It 
became evident long ago that Eu- 
rope’s accumulated war debt to the 
United States would not be dis- 
charged through a continuous Amer- 
ican merchandise import surplus, 
unless that were caused either by 
very improbable expansion of Eu- 
rope’s export of finished goods to 
the United States or by increase in 
unforeseen amounts of our import of 
Asiatic and South American prod- 
ucts. But the Commerce Depart-

He 
said that his company’s investiga- 
tions had shown Turkey to be a first- 
rate credit risk, sound in its finan- 
ciai structure and fair to creditor 
nations, and that it offered a rich 
market for American enterprise. 

Mouzaffer Ahmed, commercial 
representative of the Turkish Repub- 
lic in New York, expressed gratifi- 
cation at the opening of commercial 
eredits for Turkey in this country 
and said the new Turkey would wel- 
come American cooperation. Vast 
natural resources in the country re- 
mained to be exploited, he said. 


GERMAN PRODUCTION 
IS VARIOUSLY FIGURED 


One Estimate Is 60,900,000,000 
Marks—Another Pats It at 
PA MITT RIKI

BERLIN, Nov. 15.—The production 
of German industry at present is esti- 
mated as high as 60,000,000,000 and 


as low as 24,000,000,000 marks, chem- 
icals leading, with 3,000,000,000 of 
annual business. 

Dr. Duisberg, President of the Na- 
tional Association of German Indus- 
try, is responsible for the lower fig- 
ure, which statistics convince is un- 
derestimated. The higher estimate 
is based on wages paid by industry 
totaling last year 12,000,000,000 
marks. Pre-war data show that 
wages are not more than 20 per cent. 
of production cost, giving the Reich 
a gross of 60,000,000,000 marks. 

Machine construction runs a close 
second to chemicals with 2,900,000,- 
000, and coal mining is third with 
2,400,000,000. Three other branches— 
steel foundries, rolling mills and cot- 
ton textiles—pass the billion mark 
annually. . 

One of the hardest-hit businesses 
through foreign competition besides 
automobiles is the toy industry. Mass 
production in the United States and 
Japan overcomes the low wages of 
toymakers in the Saxon and Thurin- 
gian mountains. Even large modern 
concerns, such as are found at Nurn- 
berg and other Bavarian cities, are 
unable to compete successfully on 
account of high protective tariffs 
hemming in their former markets. 
Mountain villages where home toy- 
making was practically the only oc- 
cupation are now being2 forced to 
find other means of support, some of 
them resembling mining camps where 
lodes are worked out. A man and 
his family who forr erly by diligent 
work were able to make 40 to 50 
marks weekly now are earning less 
than one-third of that amount.

A letter written by President Lin- 
coln to General Robert Anderson,

The letter was bought by Oscar 
Wegelin. It was written apparently 
after an appeal by Mrs. Anderson to 
the President for back pay for her 
husband, who had been out of the 
army for two years because of ill 
health. Lincoln’s —- pledges 
friendship to General Anderson. 

Another autograph letter by Presi- 
dent Lincoln asking for more troops 
from Indiana was bought by r: 
Wegelin for $2,400, who d the same 
price for an unpublished contract be- 
tween Abraham Lincoln and Dr. 
Theodore Canisius establishin a 
German newspaper in Springfield, 
Ill., for the campaign of 1860. 

An unpublished autograph letter 
written by Lincoln in 1849, to ‘‘Hon. 
Secretary of Home Department,”’ in 
which he said he was aware of the 
schemes of his enemies, was bought 
by Gabriel Wells for $1,700. he 
Rosenbach Company gave $1,500 for 
two Lincoln autograph toasts to 
Burns. The same price was paid by 
Mr. Wegelin for an unpublished man- 
uscript by Gideon Welles, Secretary 
of the Navy under Lincoln, describ- 
ing Lincoln’s last Cabinet meeting in 
which he related a prophetic dream. 

Mr. Wegelin also gave $1,300 for 
an autograph letter by Lincoln to 
the Secretary of War on supplying 
arms to Texas loyalists. Another 
letter by Lincoln, written in 1849 to 
the Secretary of the Home Depart- 
ment asking for an appointment for 
Turner R. King, was bought by the 
Rosenbach Company for $1,050

This Is Shown in Massachusetts | 
From Study of Records 
Covering Five Years. 


BOSTON, Nov. 15 ().—Statistics 
showing that the death rate from 
cancer in Massachusetts is much 


higher among foreign-born and chil- 
dren of foreign-born than among 
native-born and children of native 
parents are contained in a report of 
a year’s study of cancer death rec- 
ords in the State covering five years. 

The study, the first of its kind ever 
made, was conducted by Dr. Her- 
bert L. Lombard, head of the cancer 
section in the State Department of 
Public Health, and Dr. Carl R. Doer- 
ing, Assistant Professor of Vital Sta- 
tistics at the Harvard School of Pub- 
lic Health and statistical consultant 
for the State Health Department. 
Dr. Lombard reaches the conclusion 
that one of the chief factors in giv- 
ing Massachusetts the highest death 
rate from cancer among the States 
is the large group of residents of 
foreign extraction. 

The report gives the adjusted can- 
cer death rate as 137 per 100,000 of 
population among the foreign-born, 
160 among persons both of whose 
parents were foreign-born, 141 among 
persons with one parent foreign-born 
and 85 among the native-born with 
native parents. Eliminating the for- 
eign-born population, the report says 
there is no difference in the death 
rate from cancer in the cities, as 
compared with the rural districts. 
This, the authors think, tends to dis- 
prove the theory that cancer in- 
creases with density of population 
and to confirm the belief that cancer 
is not contagious. 


GEN. HEYE PRAISES 
OUR ARMY EDUCATION 


GermanCommander-in-Chief Tells 
of Impressions After His 
American Tour.

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 15.—The 
United States surpasses Germany in 


many phases of military education, 
General William Heye, Commander- 
in-Chief of the German Army, de- 
clared in an interview here today on 
his impressions of the United States 
gained by his recent tour as a guest 
of the American Army. 

Genera] Heye, with his son, Cap- 
tain Hellmuth Heye, and Colonel A. 
L. Conger, U. S. A., Military At- 
taché at Berlin, arrived here this 
morning for a brief inspection of the 
Princeton Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps and Princeton University. A 
luncheon was given in honor of the 
German General by Dr. Herbert Ad- 
ams Gibbons. 

General Heye commended particu- 
larly the Summer military camps 
and college and university R. O. T. 
C. units. ‘‘I believe these activities 
are very useful and highly desira- 
ble,”’’ he said. ‘‘Under the terms of 
the Treaty of Versailles it is impos- 
sible for Germany to have such units 
at the present time, however. 

“I am tremendously impressed on 
all sides by the vastness and the op- 
portunities on pg hand in the 
United States. You have vast spaces 
for your population, and your people 
are prosperous and happy. Germany, 
on the other hand, is much too small 
for its population, poor, and many 
of its peoples are out of work. Many 
are hopelessly working under ad- 
verse conditions, and the results do 
not give many chances for the im- 
provement that you find in your 
country.’’ 

General Heye said that he had re- 
ceived a most cordial reception, not 
only by mili but also by civilians 
in the United States. ‘‘I am pleased 
and delighted at how friendly my re- 
ception has been,’’ he said. 

The party left this afternoon for 
New York. The General will sail for 
Germany on Thursday.

Baking Powder Official, at Trade 
Hearing, Denies Unfair Practice. 


K. K. Bell, general manager and 


Vice President of the Calumet Bak- 
ing Powder Company, was called to 
testify yesterday in the hearing of 
the Federal Trade Commission's in- 
quiry into trade practices and par- 
ticularly the ‘‘water glass test’’ of the 
Calumet Company. The hearing is 
being held before Referee W. W.

The witness defended the use of 
egg albumen as an ingredient in the 
company’s baking powder, and said 
that between 70 and 80 per cent. of 
all brands in the country used it to 
some extent. The Trade Commission 
has charged that the Calumet Com- 
pany uses the white of egg to obtain 
fraudulent results in an unfair test 
in which two different brands of bak- 
ing powder are compared.

GREATER PRODUCTION 
AT HAND, SAYS AYRES 


Economist of Cleveland Trust Co. 
Reports Consumption Out- 
ranning Output. 


Production must be accelerated 
soon, ‘‘for buying demand is surely 
accumulating,’’ says Colonel Leonard 
P. Ayres, Vice President of the 
Cleveland Trust Company, in the 
bank’s mid-month. bulletin. - ‘‘Short- 
ages are in the making’ “in iron, 
steel, automobiles and railroad equip- 
ment, and ‘‘there are no large.stocks 
on hand from which. consumption 
can draw.”’ 

“This condition is unusual,’’ Colo- 
ney Ayres says, ‘‘for in the past the 
downward swings of the more im- 
portant items of industrial produc- 
tion have usually followed re 
riods of inventory accumulation in- 
duced by advancing prices. Durin 
this year, on the contrary, the tren 
of wholesale prices has until recently 
been a declining one for most com- 
modities. As a result there has been 
little accumulation of speculative in- 
ventories. 

‘“"Phe conclusion that industrial ac- 
tivity is more likely to increase again 
in the not far distant future rather 
than to go into a protracted decline 
is reinforced by the fact that the 
new bond issues in October reached 
record high totals. It is true that 
unusually large amounts of these 
were for foreign account, but even 
so the new domestic industrial and 
utility issues were so great as to in- 
sure very large volumes of expendi- 
ture for construction and Sey 
during the months that lie ahead. 

“The general situation may be sum- 
marized by noting that business is 
slowing down under conditions that 
make it appear much more probable 
that it will in the not far distant fu- 
ture increase its activity again than 
that it is likely to continue into a 
protracted decline. Consumption 
continues on so great a scale that it 
promises to require increased output 
before long in view of the fact that 
there are no important stocks of 
goods to be worked off. 


OPTIMISTIC ON AUTO FUTURE 


H. C. Beaver, Back From London, 
Tells of Rolls-Royce Production. 


An optimistic outlook for business 
conditions generally and particularly 
for the automobile industry both here 
and abroad was expressed by Harry 
C. Beaver, Vice President and Treas- 
urer of Rolls-Royce:.of America, who 
returned on the ‘Olympic yesterday 
from a business trip to England. He 
declared that it was his firm belief 
that Rolls-Royce, by virtue of the 
constant interchange of ideas be- 
tween the British and American 
companies, was serving to knit 
closer the bonds of friendship be- 
tween England and America, in ad- 
dition to raising the standard of its 
own product. 

“There are two outstanding rea- 
sons for Rolls-Royce success,’’ Mr. 
Beaver said. ‘‘First, that no one is 
ever content, but, from F. Henry 
Royce, chief engineer, to the hum- 
blest laborer, all are striving to raise 
the standards of motoring perfec- 
tion; and, secondly, the keen, good- 
natured rivalry existing between the 
British and American plants serves 
only to whet the zeal of the 
workers.’’ 

Mr. Beaver declared that both in 
England and on the Continent the 
interest in motor cars was gaining 
greatly.

F. J. Schumann, Vice President of 
the General Motors Acceptance Cor-

ave been the case if Ford had been 
in production. 

Pointing out that General Motors 
manufactured 16 per cent. of the 
total automobile output last year, 
Mr. Schumann said that the corpora- 
tion is now accounting for about 45 
per cent. of the total, which has 
caused a tremendous increase in the 
financing done by the corporation. 

“Our volume of financing last year 
was $631,000,000,"’ he said. ‘‘Up to 
Nov. 5 this year it was $751.000,000, 
and it may go up to $850,000,000 by 
the end of the year.’’

Shipments of All Types Again Fall 
Below 1926 Period. 


Shipments of all types of automo- 
bile casings fell below the corre- 
sponding period of 1926 for the third 
time in September, 1927, totaling 
4,333,536 casings for the month, a 
decrease of 251,275, or 5.4 per cent. 
from September, 1926. In Fy 
shipments of casings were 4,843,544, 
a decrease of 270,421, or 5.2 per cent., 
from August, 1926. Shipments of 
balloon casings alone in September 
this year were 2,132,318, an increase 
of 41,519, or 1.9 per cent. 

Shipments of all casings in the 
first nine months of 1927 numbered 
88,541,599, an increase of 3,629,260 
over the like period of 1926, a gain 
of 10.3 per cent.

IN UPWARD TREND 


Union Club Sale Establishes 
New Record Price North 
of Fiftieth Street. 


$288 A SQUARE FOOT PAID 


Temple Emanu-El” Property at 
Forty-fourth Street Still Holds 
Record of $370 a Square Foot. 


The sale of the Union Club property 
on the northeast corner of Fifty-first 
Street and Fifth Avenue for nearly 
$4,000,000, or about $288 a square 
foot, establishes a new high record 
for corners north of Fiftieth Street. 

Twenty-seven years ago this site, 
which contains 12,000 square feet, 
was purchased by the club for $700,- 
000, or about $58 a square foot. 

This is only one of numerous trans- 
actions. which have taken place along 
Fifth Avenue during the past few 
years that shpw the constantly 
mounting tendency of real estate 
values. 

By far the most remarkable in- 
creases have taken place in that 
section of the avenue adjacent to 
Forty-second Street, where a high 
record was recently established in 
the resale of the Temple Emanu-El 
property on the northeast corner of 
Forty-third Street by Benjamin Win- 
ter for more than $370 a square foot. 

Mr. Winter purchased from the 
temple trustees for $6,500,000 and 
sold. it to William Ward, who a 
few months later gave his contract 
back to Mr. Winter with, according 
to rumor, several hundred thousand 
dollars to settle the matter. The 
property was then sold to Joseph 
Durst, who in turn sold it to A. E. 
Lefcourt,. one of the largest holders 
of real estate in the midtown section, 
for a price in excess of $370 a square 
foot. 

"Mr. Lefcourt, who will improve the 
site, which fronts 104 feet on the 
avenue and 184 feet on Forty-third 
Street, with a monumental office 
building, said yesterday the square 
foot price did not enter into the con- 
sideration as he considered the cor- 
ner one of the —" and most valu- 
able in Manha ‘ 

About two years ago the Delmonico 
site on the northeast corner of Forty- 
fourth Street was sold for $312 a 
square foot and the Harriman Na- 
tional Bank on the southeast corner 
of ro + ge and Fifth i 
nue paid abou e same square- 

fee ta 1925 for the old Spalding 
building, which adjoined Temple 
Emanu-El on the north. The temple 
trustees could have purchased the 
entire Fifth Avenue frontage between 
Forty-third and Forty-fourth Street 
in 1868, when the temple was built, 
for $80,000. This price was consid- 
ered too high, however, and the cor- 
ner plot fronting 104 feet on the ave- 
nue was purchased for $55,000. 

Samuel G. Rosenthal, President of 
Adams & Co., Inc., which negotiated 
the sale of the Union Club property, 
said yesterday: ‘The sale again calls 
attention to the upward trend of 
values in New York’s leading retail 
thoroughfare. 

“‘While no new high record for the 
avenue in its entirety, the average 
per square foot was sufficiently high 
to give it a place among the notable 
transactions of 1927. 

“Rifteen years ago when a shrewd 
investor paid $20,000 a front foot for 
land on Fifth Avenue, near Forty- 
second Street, many experienced real 
estate men thought the buyer insane. 
No property, they declared, could be 
made to yield sufficient income to 
justify such a price. But it did, and 
prices continued to soar to $30,000 a 
front foot. 

“Fifth Avenue is in a class by 
itself. It is comparable to no other 
thoroughfare in ‘the world. It makes 
its own rental and sale values and is 
not governed by the ordinary rules 
of economics. 

‘The avenue is still suffering from 
growing pains and when its growth 
is restricted it seeks relief through 
a new record price. No one who has 
watched the development of Fifth 
Avenue would dare to predict when 
the peak of real estate values will be 
reached. Prices will continue to rise 
while Fifth Avenue continues to offer 
merchants that ‘certain something 
which no other thoroughfare pos- 
sesses and while merchants are will- 
ing to compete for its space.”

PULVERIZED COAL TEST 
IS MADE ON FREIGHTER 


Shipping Board Officiats Declare 
Observers Are Convinced That 


Fuel Is Successful. 





The first official test of the ap- 
paratus. installed recently .on the 
Shipping Board freighter Mercer for 
the burning of pulverized coal as 
propulsion fuel was curtailed yester- 
day. The scheduled six-hour test 
was cut to five hours when the boat 


encountered a fog bank down the 
ad and was forced to turn back. 

he boat was run under various 
speeds and was manoeuvred success- 
fully, according to Carl J. Jefferson, 
Chairman of the fuel conservation 
section. of the Shipping Board, who 
was in.charge of the experiment. 
No record was kept of the speed, as 
the speed was not an important fac- 
tor at this time, it was explained. 
She showed an average of 10.8 knots 
in a previous two-day trip. Those 
in charge said the test proved to the 
observers that pulverized coal was 
satisfactory fuel in propelling marine 
craft. 

The Mercer steamed down the bay 
with five burners of two boilers in 
use and continued on her way to- 
ward Ambrose Light when the fog 
cavenpes. The ship has three boil- 
ers mgineers and marine experts 
were joined by railroad officials and 
coal operators in witnessing the ex- 
periment... The test will be repeated 
today. The Mercer will leave to- 
night for Philadelphia for loading. 
She will return later to New York 
to complete her loading and will sail 
for Antwerp and Rotterdam.
